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i. On 14 December the Ministry of Railways dispatched two battalions of railway 
surveyors to sweilchow Province to survey the proposed Szechuan=Kweichow 
Raliway and the hiunan-kweichow Railway. The rovtes of these railways differ 
from t.ose oreviously nlanned by the Nationalists, and they are as follows: 


a, The Szechuan-Kweichow Railway will join the Ch’ engtu-Chungking Railway 
at lungch’ang (105-16, 29~21) and will proceed through Fushun (104-56, 
2914), Ipin (104-34, 2846), Yenching (104-12, 28-04), Iliang (103-54, 
27-35), Weining (104-12, 26-52), Shuich'eng (104-44, 26-42), and Anshun 
(105.53, 36-15) to Kuetyang. 
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The Hunan-weichow Railway will begin at Kuelyang and will nroceed 
through Kuelting (107-12, 26-36), Lushan (107-44, 26-39), Huangp’ing 
(107-53, 26-54), Shihping (108-07, 27-01), Ch'ingsh*! (108-41, 27-09), 
and Yup*ing (108-52, 27-18) to Husnghsien (109-16, 27=21). ;
